A user's online 
presence is a type of operating information which is communicated between two devices as is indicated in the cited portions of 
Avaramudan. Display is broadly defined, in the claims and specification by the application, as a visual or auditory indication to the user 
(see claim 7 of the application). The examiner must give claim limitations the broadest interpretation. The invention of Avaramudan 
makes "indication" and "notification" to the user of another user's online presence (whether a user is operating online), and any indication 
would inherently fall under "display" as claimed. Applicant's arguments are therefore unpersuasive to overcome the rejection and 
prosecution remains closed . 
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
